Pay That Which Thou Owest And fulfill the Law

“Owe no man anything, but to love 
one another: for he that loveth an- 
other hath fulfilled the law. Rom. 13:8. 
Love worketh no ill to his neighbour. 
Verse 10.Let us walk honestly, as in 
the day. Verse 13. Thou shalt not de- 
fraud thy neighbour, neither rob him: 
the wages of him that is hired shall 
not abide with thee all night until 
the morning. Lev. 19:13. Render there- 
fore to all their dues. Rom. 13:7. That 
which is gone out of thy lips thou 
shalt keep and perform; even a free 
will offering. Deut. 23:23. 

For some time I have been thinking 
of writing on this very important 
subject “Pay that which thou owest.” 
I have received many letters from 
different parts of the country asking 
for the address of certain men, usual- 
ly the letter continues, Mr. ———- owes 
me $—— and has moved away and I 
can’t hear from him any more. Please 
give me his address. It grieves me 
very much to receive such letters. 

Others write that Mr. —— never 
comes around to show any interest 
whatever in his account. The reason 
such letters grieve me is because we 
learn that some of our brethren have 
shown such neglect and indifference 
in such an important matter. 

It is no disgrace to owe an account, 
but the disgrace comes when that 
man who has made such a loud pro- 
fession before many witnesses, fails 
to take care of his influence. There 
is hardly a creditor that would not 
show leniency if the party who owes 
him would show that he is interested 
and is doing his best to pay his debts. 
The thing that enrages the creditor is, 
that certain men will make promise 
after promise then fails to comply 
with his promises. The creditor loses 
confidence in him and will soon be- 
gin to publish him abroad. Owe no 
man, but to love. Love is one debt we 
cannot get entirely paid. I believe that 
love will cause us to keep our word 
with our fellowmen. Love will also 
cause us to go to him and make apol- 
ogies if for any reason we can not 
meet our obligation. I have known of 
men promising to meet a creditor on 
a certain date to pay some on ac- 
count, “Yes I will be there if I live.” 
They must have died, they did not 
keep their obligation. Something died, 
what was it? Their influence. How 
can ministers who are supposed to be 
heralds of God’s Word expect to gain 
the people for God when they act in 
such a manner? Their services will 
soon not be in demand. 

Forget Me Not 

You say, I just can’t pay, I am in 
such a financial strain. I know that 
this is true with many, yes scores and 
perhaps hundreds, but brethren, let 
us be careful and not go beyond our 
means. But if per chance you have got- 
ten into debt, don’t neglect to visit 
your creditor. If you are not close by 
write to him quite often. Above all 
things don’t let his confidence be 
shaken in you. Sometimes it  be- 
comes necessary to borrow from Peter 
to pay Paul. The most important 
thing in this life is to take care of 
your good name and influence. If you 
since receiving salvation have been 
able to redeem yourself and build a 
name and character, above all things 
hold to it. 

Love worketh no ill. With some 
men, about as ill a thing as could be 
done to them 1s to use their hard 
earned money, then neglect to replace 
it. 

Walk honestly as in the day. Ye 
brethren are not of the night but of 
the day. Men who are in midnight 
darkness of sin do not care how they 
treat their fellowmen, but men of the 
day, having the Sun of righteousness 
within their soul cannot treat men in 
a wrongful manner. They say it is 
downright dishonesty for men to neg- 
lect to pay their debts. I feel sure that 
every true Church of God man does 
not intend to defraud anyone on any 
line. Many times it is only thought- 
lessness, but it is a mystery to me 
how men can forget the feelings of 
others. They shouki be more con- 
siderate. Men who are so prone to 
forget should wear a little blue flow- 
er on their coat. The name of the 
flower is “for-get-me-not.” It is an 
emblem of fidelity and when you see

A reading for any length of time 
of the religious press of the country, 
will convince one of the continual and 
nauseating praise of men. We do not, 
however, object to a complimentary 
notice occasionally of worthy men 
who are known to achieve some spe- 
cial work for God and humanity. But 
I think it proper and right to en- 
courage good men and good deeds, but 
the excessive lauding and praising 
that appears in the columns of various 
religious papers from week to week 
is tiresome and tends to encourage 
men to seek self praise. 

Of course, men are not always re- 
sponsible for what others say about 
them, but at the same time those who 
delight in praising certain individuals 
Who probably preach or _ discuss 
things consistent with their heart’s 
condition are aware that they are 
Pleased to receive such praise, and so 
this continual effusion about the 
greatness of men looks a great deal 
like “You pat me and I will pat you”. 
The great apostle declares, Neither 
of the men sought we glory, neither 
of you, but as we were allowed of 
God to be put in trust with the Gos- 
pel, even so we speak, not as pleasing 
men, but God, which tryeth our 
hearts. 

This statement leads the writer to 
believe that God looks with but little 
favor upon the greatness of men. Be- 
cause the foolishness of God is wiser 
than men, and the weakness of God 
is stronger than men. For ye see your 
calling brethren, how that not many 
wise after the flesh, not many mighty, 
not many noble, are called: but God 
hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world to confound the things which 
are mighty, and the base things of 
the world and things which are de- 
spised, hath God chosen. Yea and the 
things which are not to bring to 
naught the things that are; that no 
flesh should glory in his presence. 
Here are five things which God uses 
that are entirely inconsistent with 
the conception of most men, especia!- 
ly those who are seeking praise of 
men. (1) Foolish things. (2) Weak 
things. (3) Base things. (4) Despised 
things. (5) Things which are not. 

Again the Seripture saith, “For 
the wisdom of this world is foolish- 
ness with God: For it is written, He 
taketh the wise In their own crafti- 
ness.” And again, “The Lord knoweth 
the thoughts of the wise, that they 
are vain. Therefore, let no man glory 
in man. 1 Cor. 3:19-21. 

Let it be understood that I do not 
decry intelligence, nor do I exalt Ig- 
norance. I would have everyone 
know as much of the wisdom of this 
world as possible; but above all we 
ought to know the wisdom of God. 

Do you remember the first Sunday 
School lesson this year? Read again 
the golden text: “He must increase, 
but I must decrease.” Jno. 3:30. There 
are two kinds of pulpit magnets:

Article IV 


In article III we spoke of how sanc- 
tification effects the body of man in 
a two-fold way, causing it to be dead 
in regard to sin, but alive and ac- 
ceptable unto God in regard to ser- 
vice. In this article, we wish to speak 
of the “old man” and how he is af- 
fected when the believer is sanctified 
wholly. 


Before going into tne subject of 
how the “old man” is affected when 
the believer is sanctified and made 
free from sin, let us identify him and 
know who he is, for that is a very 
essential point in the doctrine of en- 
tire sanctification. It has been taught 
among the holiness people that the 
Adamic nature, the carnal mind, the 
old man and inbred sin are exactly 
the same, but that is a sad mistake 
that has doubtless hindered many 
people in their experience of sanctifi- 
cation. The Bible teaches that sin and 
the “old man” are affected  differ- 
ently by the work of entire sanctifi- 
cation, therefore to teach that they 
are the same, will confuse Scripture 
and probably cause people to doubt 
the real purpose of Christ being made 
our sanctification. The “old man” is 
not sin, therefore sanctification does 
not deal with him as it does with sin. 
Sanctification, as the New Testament 
teaches it, is the act of God’s grace 
in cleansing the believer from all sin 
by eradicating or exterminating it 
with the blood of Jesus. The purpose 
of Jesus suffering without the gates 
that He might sanctify the people 
with His own blood (Heb. 13:12) was 
to take away sin that they might be 
free from its bondage. It is true that 
there are many good things connected 
with the sanctified life, but it is be- 
cause sin has been destroyed and we 
should not forget that the principal 
thing in sanctification is the cleans- 
ing from all sin, subsequent to for- 
giveness. See 1 John 1:9, Heb. 10:11- 
14; Rev. 1:5; Heb. 9:13, 14. Sins 
are forgiven in justification, but sin 
is not destroyed till those whose sins 
have been forgiven are sanctified with 
the blood of Jesus, therefore if the 
believer is not sanctified, sin will 
continue to generate and promote 
sins or transgression and the believer 
is brought into bondage, even though 
he has been forgiven. 


The “old man,” the carnal nature 
and the flesh are identified by the 
Apostle Paul as being the same, but 
he does not identify them as sin. We 
notice that he says the same thing of 
“I,” of “me,” and of the flesh that 
he says of the “old man,” which is 
proof that he identifies them as be- 
ing the same. “I am crucified with 
Christ.” Gal. 2:20. This is what Paul 
said of himself as a result of Christ 
being crucified, at which time He was 
made our sanctification; so it is very 
plain that “I” (the person or Paul 
himself) was crucified when he was 
sanctified. He also said, “Our ‘old 
man’ is crucified with Him.” (Christ). 
Rom. 6:6. This shows that “I” (the 
person or self) is identical with the 
“old man” as they are both crucified 
with Christ in the work of entire 
sanctification. In speaking of himself 
in the natural state, or before being 
sanctified, the apostle Paul said he 
was carnal. “I am carnal, sold under 
sin.” Rom. 7:14. The word “carnal” 
as Paul used it in speaking of him- 
self came from the Greek word “sar- 
kikos.” The Greek word from which 
the word “flesh” was translated is 
“sarx,” which means human nature. 
This shows that the two words “car- 
nal and flesh” are equivalent, there- 
fore the “old man” the carnal nature 
and the flesh are correctly identified 
as being the same. In a previous ar- 
ticle we have shown that the soul is 
the person or self that the Greek and 
Hebrew words translated “soul . are 
both equivalent to the personal pro- 
nouns. This makes it very plain that 
the soul, in its natural state is identi- 
cal with the “old man,” or Adamic na- 
ture, and that when Paul said, “I am 
carnal” he meant his natural self or 
the soul before it was sanctified. In 
speaking further of himself in the 
natural state, Paul said, “In me 
dwelleth no good thing.” (That is, in 
my flesh). Rom. 7:18. This shows 
that “me” (thé person, self or soul) 
is identical With the flesh and that

Sanctification And 
The Old Man 


(Continued from page one) 
no_ good thing dwells in the soul in 
its natural condition. It also cooper- 
ates with the other statement—‘“I” 
(the person, soul or natural self) am 

carnal (fleshly) sold under sin. 
The soul, in the natural state, is a 
slave to sin and is only carnal or 
fleshly because of sin dwelling in it. 


“For the good that I would, I do not, 
but the evil which I would not, that 
I. do. Now if I do that I would not, 
it is no more I that do it, but sin that 
dwelleth in me.” Rom. 7:19, 20. This 
is full proof that “me” (the person 
or soul) is the dwelling place of sin 
and the evil that “I” (the person or 
soul) would not do, is caused by in- 
bred sin. Notice he says, “It is no 
more I (the person) that do it, but 
sin that dwelleth in me.” This shows 
that “me” which is identified with the 
soul, flesh, or “old man” is a slave 
to sin until the blood of Jesus sanc- 
tifies, at which time sin is destroyed 
and the “old man” crucified. The 
“old man” is crucified or put in the 
death state because the sin which 
caused him to do evil is destroyed 
and there is nothing left for him to 
do. The “old man” is not destroyed 
or eradicated as sin is, but judicially 
nailed to the cross and kept in the 
death state as long as there is no sin 
for him to serve or to cause him to 
operate. “Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, (Christ) 
that the body of sin might be destroy- 
ed, that henceforth we should not 
serve sin.” Rom. 6:6. This statement 
of Paul explicitly shows that the “old 
man” is distinguished from sin, and 
that when sin is destroyed “we” (the 
person, natural self, or old man) 
ceases to be the servant of sin. The 
“old man” is judicially crucified 
when sin is destroyed because sin is 
what keeps him alive and in activity. 
Let us remember that Paul said, it 
is no more “I” that doeth the evil 
that “I” would not, but “sin” that 
dwelleth in “me.” This is proof that 
it is sin that keeps the “old man” 
alive and doing evil and when sin is 
destroyed he is left in the death state 
or is put off with his deeds. Col. 3:19. 

Be it ever remembered that in sanc- 
tification we are made free from sin 
and are no longer servants thereof, 
but become the servant of righteous- 
ness and have our fruit unto holi- 
ness. Rom. 6:12-22. The “old man” is 
crucified because sin, which is his 
life, has been destroyed and Christ 
who is our life (Col. 3:4), comes in 
and becomes our positive sanctifica- 
tion. “I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life 
which I now live in the flesh I live 
by faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for me.” Gal. 
2:20. The above quotation from Paul’s 
writing is proof that in sanctifica- 
tion Christ becomes our entire life 
by which we do deeds of righteousness 
and have fruit unto holiness. He is 
our victory over all evil and we live 
by His faith; and not by a mere make 
believe of our own. This is the Spirit- 
ual life or life in the Spirit that does 
not fulfill the lust of the flesh. See 
Rom. 8:9-14; Gal. 5:16. 


There is quite a contrast in the 
spiritual life, or life that Christ lives 
in us, with the life we live in the 
natural state. As we have previously 
stated, sin is the life of the old Adam, 
or natural man that causes him to 
do evil. He is a slave to sin, and when 
he wants to do good, evil is present 
and overpowers the good that he 
would do. Rom. 7:15-23. This being 
true we can review the graphic ac- 
count of Abraham’s two sons—Ishmael 
and Isaac, and get a very descriptive 
lesson concerning the two-fold work 
of grace and the importance of entire 
sanctification. Paul tells us that 
Isaac was born after the Spirit, his 
mother being a free woman and rep- 
resenting the spiritual life. But Ish- 
mael was born after the flesh—his 
mother being a bondmaid, which not 
only represents the law and its bond- 
age; but is also a type of the “old 
man” or human nature that is in 
bondage to the law of sin until it 
is destroyed and the “old man” cru- 
cified when the believer is sanctified 
with the blood of Jesus. When Isaac 
was weaned and Abraham made a 
great feast for him, Ishmael protested 
by working or persecuting Isaac and 
was therefore cast out of the home 
so Isaac would not be molested. See 
Gen. 21:8-10; Gal. 4:22-30. These two 
sons of Abraham could not live in 
the same home if Isaac was to be the 
legal heir and enjoy his inheritance, 
for they were contrary one to the 
other, therefore the bondwoman and 
her son were cast out and Isaac had 
the home to himself as legal heir. The 
Bible teaches that all who are of 
faith are the children of Abraham and 
as Ishmael and Isaac were both his 
sons, the lesson, therefore, furnishes 
a striking picture of the children of 
faith, both before and after the “old 
man” is crucified and put off with 
his deeds when sin is destroyed. Let

us not forget that the “old man” is|- 


faith life that begins when sins are 
forgiven. As Ishmael and Isaac rep- 
resent the natural and spiritual life, 
and are types of the flesh (old man) 
and Spirit, it is just as necessary 
to the spiritual life that the believer 
be sanctified and cleansed from in- 
bred sin and the “old man” crucified 
as it was for the “bondwoman” and 
her son to be cast out of the home 
of Isaac, to enjoy his inheritance. If 
sin is not destroyed, the “old man” 
will continue to live and be active, 
therefore the believer is brought into 
bondage, even though his sins have 
been forgiven and the faith life be- 
gin. He wants to do good, but evil is 
present with him and how to perform 
that which is good he finds not. Paul 
teaches that the flesh and Spirit are 
contrary to each other and shows that 
when that is the condition one is 
brought inte bondage and cannot do 
as they would. See Gal. 5:16, 17. Those 
who believe for the forgiveness of 
sins and do not accept Christ as their 
sanctification and life, are continual- 
ly trying to do good, but as often as 
they try within themselves, they fail, 
and are brought into bondage by the 
doings of the “old man,” who is 
prompted by inbred sin that remains, 
because they have not accepted Christ 
their positive sanctification. They 
are in the position that Isaac was at 
weaning time when he could not en- 
joy the feast that his father had 
made for him, because Ishmael was 
still present and mocked him. Paul 
teaches us that those who are carnal, 
(not sanctified) are like babies in 
Christ that must be fed with milk. 
See 1 Cor 3:12. This shows that they 
have not been weaned and a great 
feast made for them, at which time 
Ishmael, the trouble-maker is cast out, 
or sin destroyed and the “old man” 
crucified. Now let us contrast the ex- 
perience of those who have believed 
for both forgiveness and cleansing 
and have accepted Christ as_ their 
sanctification and life, realizing that 
they are crucified with him. This 
experience is similar to that which 
Isaac enjoyed after weaning time 
when Ishmael had been cast out, and 
he was free to enjoy his inheritance 
and do the things that he would. 
Those who have accepted Christ as 
their positive sanctification and life, 
are not troubled about doing good. 
The evil that had been present when 
they wanted to do good is now sub- 
dued and Christ lives within. They 
(the person, self or old man) are 
crucified with Him and yet while 
they live it is not them but Christ 
that lives in them and the life they 
live in the flesh is by His faith, 
therefore, they cease from their own 
works and let Christ do the good 
that they have often tried to do, but 
failed. They count on the fact that 
they are dead, useless, and put out of 
the way, so they no longer expect 
any good of themselves and are not 
disappointed or surprised at their 
own failure or inability to do any 
good, so they trust all to Jesus. Faith 
in the fact that Christ died as a sub 
stitute for the sinners only brings 
deliverance from the substitute, for 
the sinner only brings deliverance 
from the guilt and penalty of sins. 
While faith in the fact that we are 
crucified with him and that he is our 
life, brings freedom from sin itself 
and fruit unto holiness because He 
is made unto us “wisdom, righteous- 
ness, sanctification and redemption.” 
Christ is the head of the new crea- 
tion, and as the old creation died to 
God and righteousness in Adam; so 
are the sanctified believers crucified 
with Christ, and died unto sin with 
Him; yet they live unto God thru 
Him. “For in that he died, he died 
unto sin once: but in that he liveth 
he liveth unto God. Likewise reckon 
ye also yourselves to be dead indeed 
unto sin, but alive unto God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” Rom. 6:10, 
11. 

We notice that Paul says, “Reckon 
(count) ye yourselves to be dead in- 
deed unto sin, but alive unto God.” 
This shows a double reckoning. Reck- 
oning to be dead and reckoning to be 
alive. It is not enough to be crucified 
with Christ, but we must also 
live with Him, and count on _ the 
fact that God has raised us up 
together and made us (to. sit 
together in Heavenly places 
with Him. Eph. 2:6. Reckoning and 
resting on these facts, we are able to 
live a life of victorious service for 
the. Master without the slightest de- 
gree of self-glory or egotism. We have 
our fruit unto holiness; but it is be- 
cause we abide in the vine. We love 
the souls of men; but He puts. the 
love in our hearts. We trust in God; 
but He furnishes the faith. We pray 
for our enemies; but He infuses the 
prayer. We do right, but it is the 
righteousness of God, caused by the 
life of Christ within and not our own 
works. All praise and honor be unto 
Him, “Who of God is made unto us 
wisdom, and righteousness and sanc- 
tification, and redemption.” If I must 
glory, let it be in the cross of Christ, 
and before everything else, let me 
know Jesus Christ and Him crucified.

on about seven years ago, with no re- 
sults, but was only worse than before. 
In the last three months she had two 
bad spells, her right hip gave way and 
and she could not walk. On March 7th 
her husband brought her to my meet- 
ing in a car and her husband brought 
her to me. I laid my hands on her in 
Jesus’ name and commanded her to 
walk, and she began to jump up and 
clap her hands and ran up on the ros- 
trum shouting and praising God for 
His mighty healing power. She walk- 
ed out of that church completely heal- 
ed. Her name is Mrs. J. H. Penning- 
ton, Amhurstdale, W. Va. Many oth- 
ers were wonderfully healed in this 
same meeting of which I will not 
make mention. 

From this place, I went to Mud 
Fork, near Verdonville, W. Va. and 
began a revival on March 25th. There 
was a woman who was nearly blind 
in one eye and could not see very well 
out of the other, and the first night 
while I was telling how the Lord had 
healed in my last meeting, this sister 
was healed while I was talking, and 
her husband fell in the altar and re 
ceived salvation, also she went thru 
to sanctification. There was a colored 
man came who was blind in one eye 
and when prayed for, the Lord made 
him to see out of it and I told him 
that his eyesight would come to him 
and the next day the president of the 
bank at that place tried him out to 
see if he could really see out of that 
eye and he said, I can see as well 
out of it as I can the other. 

There was also a lady from Barna- 
bus who had lock jaw for about four 
months and I told her to open her 
mouth in Jesus’ name, and it came 
open as though it had never been 
locked. She had been bothered for 
three years with this trouble and if 
anyone has any doubt of this being 
true, write W. R. Dalton, Holden, W. 
Va. or W. C. McCane at Crown, W. 
Va., pastors of these two churches. I 
am sending the testimony of three of 
these parties who will witness to the 
same things in their own handwrit- 
ing. (This will appear later). 

A few woras in regara to handker- 
chiefs, “And God wrought special 
miracles by the hand of Paul; so that 
from him were brought unto the sick 
handkerchiefs or aprons and the dis- 
eases departed from them, and the 
evil spirits went out of them.” I call 
to remembrance a blind man in 
Greece who had been blind for seyv- 
eral years. He sent me a _handker- 
chief and was healed (which I have 
made mention of before). But I am 
referring to this, as his brother sent 
me a handkerchief to be anointed for 
a watered lung, or rather had his 
aunt to send it, Sister Nick Nesiotin 
of Albuquerque, N. Mexico. I sent it 
back to Sister Nesiotin and she had 
the instructions translated into Greek 
language and sent it to him. They re- 
ceived it and the Lord healed him. I 
am sending the copy of Sister Nesio- 
tin’s letter as it was sent to me, which 
reads as follows: 

“The handkerchief you sent for a 
boy in Greece who had a water in his 
lung was received by him and they 
wrote that he was healed. Praise God! 
Now they want to know your name 
so they can burn a candle for you, 
like they do in the Catholic church.” 

Poor blind people, they don’t know 
any more about God than to think 
that I am the one that is doing the 
work, but the Lord is trying to get 
them to learn that He is the only One 
in whom to trust. O that I was able 
to get this wonderful message of love 
and salvation to them. I am praying 
that the Lord will help me to get some 
of these wonderful healings printed 
in their own language, so they can 
learn about this wonderful Savior. 
How my heart goes out for these poor 
blinded people. I am not able to get 
to them and tell them of this good 
salvation, but thank God I can pray 
the prayer of faith that will heal 
their poor afflicted bodies and it may 
be that in some way 1 can win them 
to God. I ask that all who read this 
may pray that God will save those 
poor blinded people. 

All who will send handkerchiefs be- 
lieving that the Lord will heal, can 
get healed, and to save delay, please 
send a self-addressed envelope and 
stamps. I remain your servant for the 
sick and suffering, and lost.—L. G.
